TAXING NATIONAL BANKS. 


In an article commenting on an item 


which hai been going the rounds of the 
press, in relation to the reTenue the 
government 
derives 
from National 


banks,the Silver State refers to the First 
National Bank at Bono, and says that 
"while it advertises a paid up capital of 
$75,000 and a surplus fund of $20,000, 
and may have $50,000 of its notes in 
circulation, it probably does not pay 
State and county taxes on as much 
property as a small farmer or grocery 
store keeper." It is true that the U.S. 
bonds deposited by the bank as security 
for its circulation are exempt from tax- 
ation, as ia also the hank's notes, so 
long as they remain in the possession 
of the bank, for the obvious reason 
that until these notes are properly 
signed by the bank officials and issued 
as money they are of no more value 
than a piece of blank paper. When 
these notes are issued to the people for 
a valuable consideration they become 
money, and not untilthen. After they 
have been thus converted into money 
and given a fixed value they are subject 
to taxation and are assessed and taxed 
the 
same as 
any other property, 


wherever found. No citizen in the 
possession of a thousand dollars worth 
of these notes, after they have been so 
issued, can escape paying taxes on 
them, though he be the President of, or 
any other officer in fact connected with 
a national bank. It is also true that 
the bank, a§ a distinct institution, is not 
required to pay taxes on its capital 
stock, but the capital stock, neverthe- 
less, is required to, and as a matter of 
fact does pay taxes, both to the State 
and county, but instead of its being 
assessed as property belonging to the 
bank it is taxed in the hands of individ- 
ual stockholders. For instance, the 
books show that John A. Faxton paid 
taxes this year in Washoe county on 
$25,000 of the capital stock of the First 
National Bank of Beno, and taxes on 
the remaining $50,000 were paid by 
other stockholders. All the funds in 
the bank were taxed in like manner— 
as the property of individuals, either 
to patrons of t je bank or ns the sepa- 
rate and individual property of gentle- 
men who own the, bank. The cor- 
poration, as snob, owns no real estate, 
and therefore pays taxes only on Us 
personal property, which consists of 
the vault and other legitimate ojfioe 
furnitnre. As a matter of fact, a na- 
tional bank has no more exemptions 
from taxation than any citizen can have 
by investing his money in United States 
bonds. 


•omner'B P«M»1 Telecrpph Bill. 


Tbe bill introduced by Represen- 


tative Snmner, (D.) of California, 
for the establishment of a Govern- 
ment postal telegraph system, directs 
the Postmaster General to proceed at 
once to the construction of lines. It 
provides for the issue of bonds, not 
exceeding 825.000,000, of the denom- 
ination of 85, redeemable in twenty 
years and payable in thirty years, 
bearing interest at 3 per cent, the 
proceeds of their sale to be applied 
to the construction and maintenance 
of telegraph lines. 
It provides also 


that the actual 'work of building the 
lines be begun as early as practica- 
ble, simultaneously in the following 
places: Portland, Me , Seattle, Bos- 
tan, Portland, Or., New York, Phila 
delphia, Baltimore, Washington, D 
0., Richmond, Va., Newbern, N. O., 
Charleston, S. 0., Savunnab, Jack- 
sonville, Mobile, New Orleans, Gol- 
veston, Cincinnati, Cleveland, De- 
troit, Chicago, Minneapolis, Omuha> 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Denver, Salt 
Like City, Yreka, Eureka, Cal., Sac- 
ramento, San Francisco, Los Angelea, 
and San Diego, and shall continue 
along the route selected by the Post- 
master General until all the postof- 
Qoes of the country south of the 
northernmost boundary ol Washing- 
ton Territory, having a population ol 
400 or more, have been connected. 
It establishes the rate to be paid for 
the transmission of ordinary mes- 
sages at 10 tents for each ten words 
or less, exclusive of address und sig- 
nature, and 5 cents for each addi- 
tional ten words or less. 
The rate 


for press matter is fixed at 20 cents 
for an hundred worda. The bill di- 
rects the Postmaster-General to enter 
into an arrangement with the pro- 
prietors of foreign telegraph wires 
and cables for the transmission of 
foreign messages, and provides also 
for the adjustment of the money- 
order system to the new system of 
postal telegraphy and for the survey 
of a cable route between soue point 
in Washington Territory and Sitka, 
Alaska.

stump speaker; and Kenna, of "West 
Virginia, the youngest member of the 
Senate, he having been bom in 1848. 
Cullom, the new Senator from Illinois, 
was formerly Governor of that State, 
and Wilson, the new Senator from 
Iowa, was many years ngo a distin- 
guished Congressman, and Chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee. \Vilson led 
in the attempted impeachment by Con- 
gress of President Johnson. The oldest 
member of tha Senate is Anthony, of 
Rhode Island, who has been a Senator 
for a quarter of a century. Senator 
Sherman, of Ohio, has served nineteen 
years in the Senate; Edmunds, of Ver- 
mont, seventeen years; Morrill, of Ver- 
mont, sixteen years; Bayard, of Dela- 
ware, fourteen years, and Ransom, of 
North Carolina, twelve years. 


Tbe Duty On Wool. 


Representative Converse, of Ohio, 


has prepared a bill, providing for 
the restoration of the duties on cloth 
ing woola, combing wools, carpet 
and other similar wools, to what 
they were prior to the enactment of 
the present Tariff law. Converse had 
a conference with Delano, President 
of the National Wool-Growers Asso- 
ciation, at which the latter gave the 
proposed measure his indorsement, 
and Monday night Converse said he 
had no doubt that his bill would pnss 
the House by a two-thirds majority. 
The wool-growing industry, he said, 
is closely allied to agriculture, and 
the farming class is interested in the 
restoration of the old rates on woo). 
This circumstance will give the bill 
strength before the representatives 
of the people. His State was the 
chief wool-producing State in the 
country 
and 
had 
suffered most 


severely from the reduction made in 
the present Tariff law. Tbere were 
in that State 46,000 wool growers, 
and their losses on sales of wool at 
the last annual clipping amounted to 
more than $1,000,000. 
The redac- 


tion of the tariff on the wool pioduots 
bad been felt so keenly in Ohio that 
both 
boht-'oal parties tbcio 
had 


pledged themselves to work for a 
restoration of the old rates.

Value of Our *'«rest Products. 


Travel to the Ocenu livacii. 


The annual report of the Commis- 


sioner of Agriculture has been printed. 
In urging the importance of our forest 
culture, the Gonornissioner says: "The 
total value of the forest products of the 
United States for tbe census year is es- 
timated at $700,000,000. 
In 
other 


words, the forest products exceeds the 
value of our crops of hay, rye, oats, 
barley, buckwheat, potatoes acd to- 
bacco. Taken together, they amount 
to ten times the value of the gold ana 
silver, of which we make so much ac- 
count, and to more than three times 
the value of other precious minerals, 
coal and other minerals combined." 


Sherman's bill for the encourage- 


ment of commercial relations with 
the South American States provides 
that the President be authorized and 
requested to invite the Republicans 
of Mexico, Central America, South 
America and tho Empire of Brazil to 
send delegates to a convention in 
Washington during 1881, to consider
